A very fine exhibition of Chinese carved 
lacquer work “is being. beld hy Messrs. 
Spink and’ Soa, Ltd,, at their galleries at 
5, 6 and % King Street, St. James's, 
S.W.t. -The exhibits contain pieces rang: 
ing from. the fifteenth to the eighteenth 
century, and will remain on show until 
June 30th, the exhibition having been 
opened, on May 14th by Dr. Chen, who 
deputised for H.E.'the Chinese Minister, 
Mr. Chao Hsin’ Chu, who. was unavoidably 
unable to be present. : 

Or. Chen, in declaring the exhibition 
open, after apologising for the absence: 
of Mr. Chao Hsin Chu, read the following 
paper Which had heen: prepared" by Mr.

“1 was pleased to accept, the invitation, 
to-day to. open the exhibition of Chinese 
carved: lacquer work, becuuse it is alwas> 
gratifying to call attention to aspects of 
the culture of my courltry, which perhaps 
are not sufficiently understood and appre 
cinted ‘at the present time.

| glad to say, possesses a good collection. 


The art of lacquer, as practised in olden 
times in China, is one of the most diffenlt 
of all the industrial arts. To make one 
of the fine specimens such as are now 
exhibited here took years of skilled work, 
involving almost inconceivable patience 


nnd’ accuracy. of handling, The large], 


screen, with its beautiful Icttering, is an 
example of an art which we have always 
held in great honour, that of fine writing. 
“There is one. mote point which may 
be emphasised. The best af the wor 
you see ‘hefure you was not made under 
commercial conditions, The men who 
devoted their lives. to, it were assured 
of honourable employment under the 
Governinent of the time in which they 
Lived, and they worked "under the direct 
patronage of the State, protected frouy 
that competition of trade which neces- 
sarily restricts initiative and limits. the 
development of the full ‘powers: of the 
artist. Under ‘no other conditions would 
the production. of really fine carve 


lacquer now he possilale ; and when ‘this /

Lt.-Col, E. F. Strange, C.B.E.. Inte 
Keeper of Woodwork at the Victoria a 
Albert Museum, in thanking Dr. Chen 
and, through him, the Chinese Minister, 
said «at, as far as Chinese art was 
concerued, - porcelain and many other 
branches were thoroughly understood in 
England, nnd wroughout Europe, He 
thought, however, that lacquer ‘had not 
yet received the attention» it ‘deserved. 


LIf it were our habit, as it is the habit 


of “the Japanese, to use lacquer for 
domestic utensils, we, might take unore 
interest'in it. He believed it was destined 
to tane a place of considerable importance 
amony Chinese arts. . 

* The exhihition, consists of over a 
\fundred pieces, varying in size from 
small hoxes to an Imperial bed which was 
formerly in the Summer Pulace at Peking 
in the private apartments of ‘the. Empress, 
it is of imposing size and brilliant work- 
manship. Another magnificent exhibit is 
a large three-fold screen, hearing inserip- 
tions incach panel. It was presented by 
one of the Emperors to two old men as 
a reward for o long and virtuous life. 
This and many other exhihits has come 


{from the Summer Palace. Among the 


smaller specimens, o pair of hat-stands 
attract attention by . the’ delicacy and 
intricacy of their decorations, and there 
uré many more exhibits’ which show 
sptendid technique, ;
